Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Genteemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  health  of  the  community  was  good.  The  birth  rate  rose 
from  10.3  to  11.8  per  1,000  of  population.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  the  lowest  on  record.  There  was  no  maternal  death. 

The  death  rate  was  14.3  per  1,000  of  population  in  1953.  This 
high  rate  is  not  comparable  with  the  rate  of  8.7  per  1,000  of  popu- 
lation in  1952,  and  arises  from  a requirement  to  include  institutional 
deaths  which  were  formerly  transferable  to  the  districts  of  origin  of 
the  deceased.  The  death  rate  of  the  resident  population  outside 
institutions  was  7.7  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  higher.  Scarlet 
Fever  was  prevalent  in  schools  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  epidemic  in  March  and  April. 
In  June  there  was  a localised  outbreak  of  Dysentery.  Five  cases 
of  Poliomyelitis  and  four  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  occurred. 
There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  continued  to  make  good 
progress.  During  the  year  144  houses  were  built  and  occupied 
and  65  were  in  course  of  erection.  Since  the  end  of  the  war  876 
permanent  houses  and  299  temporary  bungalows  have  been  built. 

The  work  of  sanitary  inspection  of  the  district  and  of  the  pro- 
tection of  food  has  been  carried  out  efficiently  under  the  direction  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gale),  whose  advice  and  help 
on  the  many  problems  related  to  Public  Health  have  been  invaluable. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  the  privately  owned  authorised  caravan 
site  at  Lower  Kingswood  were  satisfactory,  although  all  the  facilities 
agreed  in  the  approved  planning  application  had  not  been  provided. 

The  controlled  refuse  tip  has  been  efficiently  supervised  and 
has  been  free  from  nuisances. 

The  water  supply  maintained  a high  standard  of  chemical  and 
bacteriological  purity.  Effective  control  by  chlorination  and  by 
daily  sampling  has  been  continued. 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice 
during  the  year  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation.

The  Urban  District  of  Banstead  comprises  the  Parishes 
of  Banstead  (5,659  acres),  Chipstead  (2,151  acres),  Kingswood 
(1,820  acres),  Walton-on-the-Hill  (2,304  acres),  and  Woodman- 
sterne  (887  acres).  The  largest  is  the  Banstead  Parish,  which 
contains  several  defined  communities,  namely  Banstead, 


Burgh  Heath,  Nork,  Tattenhams  and  Tadworth.  Tower 


Kingswood  is  within  the  Kingswood  Parish. 


The  altitude  is  high.  Banstead  Village  is  530  feet,  Chip- 
stead  550  feet,  Tower  Kingswood  660  feet,  and  Walton-on- 
the-Hill  580  feet  above  sea  level. 

Green  Belt  and  Common  land  provide  large  tracts  of 
open  space  and  generally  the  district  is  well  wooded,  undulating 
and  of  great  scenic  beauty.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

Environmental  Services 

The  Public  Health  Committee,  acting  in  most  cases  under 
powers  delegated  by  the  Council,  administers  all  matters  referred 
to  in  this  Report,  except  Housing,  which  is  the  function  of  the 
Housing  Committee. 

Personae  Health  Services 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  within  the  district. 
The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  County 
Hospital ; East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill ; Epsom  District  Hos- 
pital; Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital;  and  St.  Helier  Hospital 
Carshalton. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  were  used  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  were 
employed,  and  for  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  Ltd. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

| . The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  con- 
tinued to  operate  from  White  Lodge,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead 
(Telephone  : Burgh  Heath  2222). 

Mortuary  Facilities 

The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of 
Epsom  and  Ewell,  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  of  that  authority 
lit  Hook  Road,  Epsom,  continued. 

few  Legislation 

Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953 

These  regulations  revoke  the  Public  Health  (Infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations,  1927.  They  repeat  the  requirement  to 
jLotify  Malaria,  Dysentery,  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  Acute 
influenzal  Pneumonia,  and  amplify  precautionary  measure  against 
nteric  infections,  including  Food  Poisoning. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

Residential  Accommodation,  Welfare  Services — Part  III 
The  Surrey  County  Council  is  the  local  authority  for  the 
purposes  of  this  part  of  the  Act,  relating  to  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation  for  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention, 
and  welfare  services  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  other 
persons  permanently  handicapped  by  illness  or  injury.  There  are 
three  County  Council  Residential  Homes  for  old  people  in  the 
district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  (Banstead, 
Kingswood  and  Woodmansterne),  and  of  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company  (Chipstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill). 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  and  the  water 
is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination 
by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals  and  also  operate 
their  own  laboratories.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  waters 
are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemists. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  District 
Councils  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies.  j

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout 
the  year  under  review.  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

Two  houses  at  Tower  Kingswood  were  provided  with  a piped 
water  supply  during  the  year.  This  leaves  five  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  without  a piped  supply  of  water. 

All  the  five  are  isolated  houses  in  the  parish  of  Walton-on-the- 
Hill  and  not  reasonably  accessible  for  service  by  piped  supply. 
In  each  case  water  for  domestic  purposes  is  obtained  by  cartage 
from  the  nearest  available  piped  supply.  The  occupiers  are  advised 
to  boil  all  water  for  use  for  drinking  purposes.  Samples  are  taken 
to  check  the  cleanliness  of  storage  tanks. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-Hill, 
Woodmansterne  and  Lower  Kingswood  and  also  a number  of 
houses  in  Chipstead  and  a few  in  the  remainder  of  Kingswood  are 
served  by  public  sewers. 

The  Banstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  sewers  discharge  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Worcester  Park  (in  the  Borough  of  Sutton 
and  Cheam)  by  means  of  two  pumping  stations  (Tadworth  and 
Walton-on-the-Hill),  and  by  gravitation.  The  remainder  of  the 
sewers  discharge  by  gravitation  via  the  sewers  of  Coulsdon  and 
Purley  U.D.C.  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  County  Borough 
of  Croydon. 

231  houses  were  connected  to  new  sewers  at  Lower  Kingswood 
and  Chipstead  during  the  year.  This  has  abolished  145  cesspools. 

Facilities  are  available  to  owners  whereby  connection  to 
sewer  for  the  drainage  of  premises  is  executed  by  the  Council  on  their 
|behalf  and  repayment  of  the  cost  is  by  instalments  over  a period 
of  6 years.  The  drainage  of  104  premises  was  connected  under 
these  arrangements. 

Where  sewers  are  not  available  drainage  is  by  means  of  cess- 
pools and  a small  number  of  premises  are  served  by  private  septic 
[tank  installations.  The  approximate  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
jiistrict  is  950,  of  which  about  750  are  in  Chipstead  and  Kingswood. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District.

Cesspool  Emptying 

\ Where  there  is  not  a public  sewer  available,  cesspools  are 
I emptied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge. 

The  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  is  emptied  into  the  public 
sewer  at  two  specially  constructed  discharging  points,  one  in  Water- 
house  Lane,  Burgh  Heath  and  the  other  at  How  Lane,  Chipstead. 
Five  cesspool  emptiers  were  in  operation. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  a number  of 
pail  and  tub  closets.  Of  the  latter,  40  in  the  Parish  of  Kingswood, 
4 in  the  Parish  of  Banstead,  31  in  the  Parish  of  Chipstead,  2 in  the 
Parish  of  Woodmansterne  and  2 in  the  Parish  of  Walton-on-the- 
Hill  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council  on  a weekly  basis 
and,  in  some  instances,  twice  weekly. 

During  1953,  24  tub  closets  have  been  converted  to  water 
closets  and  the  question  of  conversion  of  those  tub  closets  remaining 
is  receiving  consideration. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  for  Banstead  Hospital  and  provide  for  a daily  collection  of 
r refuse  (excluding  Sundays). 

Disposal  is  at  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping,  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  during  the  year  the  tip  was 
operated  very  successfully.

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  Surrey  County  Council  as  the  local  authority  administered 
this  Act  during  1953,  with  the  exception  of  those  provisions  relating 
to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences,  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  are  two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools,  both 
situate  at  Burgh  Heath,  which  are  available  for  use  by  the  public 
during  the  summer  months.  There  is  mechanical  filtration  and 
chlorination  of  the  water  at  both  these  swimming  pools. 

Two  samples  of  the  pool  waters  were  taken  during  1953,  and 
the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  gave  satisfactory 
results. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

The  following  infestations  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  : — 

Private  houses — 2.  Minor  infestation  in  each  case. 

The  infestations  involved  8 rooms.  Disinfestation  was  by 
liquid  insecticide  spray. 

\ An  infestation  of  avian  type  of  bugs  was  dealt  with  at  a local 

1 convalescent  home.  The  bugs  in  fairly  large  numbers  entered  the 
| building  from  birds’  nests  under  the  eaves. 

Cleansing  of  Persons 

During  the  year  ten  cases  of  scabies  and  eight  cases  of  head- 
lice  received  treatment  at  the  Council’s  Clinic. 

The  number  of  treatments  totalled  thirty-eight.  Bathing  and 
the  application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion  form  the  treatment 
for  scabies.  Lethane  Oil  and  a hair  cream  containing  D.D.T.  are 
used  against  head-lice. 
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Moveable  Dwellings— Tents  , Vans  and  Sheds 

Five  areas  within  the  Urban  District  covering  parts  of  Nork, 
Tattenhams,  Tad  worth,  Banstead  and  Woodmansterne,  are  pro- 
hibited areas  in  respect  of  moveable  dwellings  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  57  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1952  I recorded  the  enforcement 
action  taken  by  the  Council  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947,  in  respect  of  136  caravans  situate  on  9 sites  in  the  Urban 
District.

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act  relate  to  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  but  the  Council  provide  a service  for 
the  carrying  out  of  disinfestation  work  which  occupiers  of  premises 
can  employ  if  they  so  desire.  Charges  made  for  this  service  are 
generally  of  a nominal  character  in  respect  of  residential  premises 
and  are  dependent  on  the  type  and  character  of  the  infestation! 
For  business  premises  charges  are  on  cost  basis.

Routine  testing  of  the  public  sewers  in  the  district  was 
earned  out  during  October,  and  for  the  fifth  successive  year  the 
results  were  again  completely  negative  as  to  the  presence  of  rats.

HOUSING 


Demolition  proceedings  under  Section  1 1 of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936,  resulted  in  a Demolition  Order  being  made  by  the  Council  in 
respect  of  one  house  of  a block  of  3 dwellings  at  Walton-on-the- 
Hill.  Following  the  re-housing  by  the  Council  of  the  two  persons 
in  occupation  thereof,  the  owner  complied  with  the  Order,  and  the 
house  was  demolished.  The  dwelling  immediately  adjoining,  the 
first  floor  of  which  was  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order  in  1947,'  was 
demolished  at  the  same  time.  Re-housing  was  not  necessary  in 
this  case  as  the  house  had  been  unoccupied  for  some  years. 

One  house  at  Walton-on-the-Hill,  the  occupiers  having  been 
re-housed  by  the  Council  in  1950  by  reason  of  the  dilapidated  and 
dangerous  condition  of  the  structure,  was  demolished  by  the 
Owner  during  1953. 

Three  dilapidated  dwelling  houses  in  the  North-East  Ward  of 
Banstead  forming  part  of  premises  purchased  by  the  Council  for 
housing  development,  were  demolished  by  the  Council  after  the 
re-housing  of  the  occupiers  (7  persons). 

Seven  houses  in  the  South-East  Ward  were  purchased  by  the 
Council  in  anticipation  of  future  Slum  Clearance,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  four  of  the  houses  were  vacant  following  re-housing 
of  the  cccupiers  (14  persons). 

Dwelling  accommodation  over  stabling  on  land  owned  by  the 
Council  in  Nork  Park  was  demolished  on  clearance  of  dilapidated 
buildings.  Re-housing  was  not  involved. 

One  Nuisance  Abatement  Notice  under  Section  93  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  served  in  respect  of  the  remedy  of 
severe  dampness  in  the  dwelling  portion  of  shop  premises.  This 
Notice  was  duly  complied  with.

Food  Trade  Premises 

Visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year  totalled  728.  Every 
opportunity  was  taken  to  impress  upon  persons  employed  in  the 
food  trade  the  need  for  care  in  the  handling  and  storage  of  food. 
Generally,  premises  were  kept  in  a reasonable  condition.  There 
was  no  need  for  action  under  the  Bye-Eaws. 

The  education  of  food  handlers  by  means  of  lectures  has  been 
considered  from  time  to  time.  The  wide  distribution  of  the 
shopping  centres  in  the  Urban  District  makes  it  difficult  to  arouse 
interest  or  secure  attendance  at  centralised  courses  of  lectures, 
as  was  shown  when  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  held  a course  of 
lectures  in  Banstead  to  which  all  food  traders  and  their  staffs 
were  invited,  and  the  attendance  was  very  disappointing.  Direct 
personal  contact  with  food  handlers  by  the  Inspectors  has  proved 
to  be  an  effective  educational  method.

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The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  in 
1953  was  731  compared  with  210  in  1952.  This  increase  was 
mainly  due  to  epidemics  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 


Scarlet  Fever.  Fifty-two  cases  were  notified,  a decrease  of 
twenty-two  cases.  Thirty-six  cases  occurred  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  in  a series  of  outbreaks  in  schools.  The  case 
rate  was  1.53  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  1.39  per  1,000 
of  population  in  England  and  Wales.  The  illness  was  generally 
mild.  There  was  no  death. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  for  the  eighth  year  in 
succession.  This  result  can  be  attributed  to  Immunisation  which 
must  be  sustained. 


Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  There  is  a real  danger  of  Diphtheria 
in  children  who  have  not  been  immunised.  Early  diagnosis  and 
early  treatment  with  antitoxin  are  still  principal  safeguards  against 
mortality.  Antitoxin  should  be  administered  to  any  suspected 
case.  Otherwise  admission  to  hospital  for  observation  should  be 
arranged  immediately. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation.  The  success  of  Diphtheria  Immu- 
nisation in  reducing  incidence  and  mortality  in  England  and  Wales 
is  shown  by  comparison  of  statistics  for  1944  and  1953.

The  evidence  of  the  value  of  Immunisation  is  convincing,  but 
we  must  endeavour  to  eliminate  the  disease.  To  achieve  this 
objective  immunisation  of  all  babies  and  school  children  must  be 
complete.  There  are  still  too  many  children  who  have  not  been 
immunised.  There  is  delay  in  securing  reinforcement,  freedom 
from  the  dangers  of  infection  depends  on  sustained  immunisation. 
Primary  Immunisation  is  not  enduring.  Immunity  declines  wit 
the  passage  of  time  and  must  be  revived  by  reinforcing  injections. 
All  mothers  should  make  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of 
their  babies  at  the  age  of  9 months.  This  can  be  combined  with 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough.  All  children  should  have 
reinforcing  injections  before  going  to  nursery  school  or  day  school 
and  again  at  the  age  of  8 to  9 years.  Application  for  immunisation 
should  be  made  to  the  family  doctor  or  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare 
Clinic,  or  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Public  Health 
Department,  Chipstead  Road,  Banstead. 

In  1953,  the  number  of  children  immumsed  was  oUy.  ui 
these,  253  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  56  were  over  five  years 
of  age.  230  children  were  immunised  at  the  age  of  one /^ar;^lcl1 
represents  66.3  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  m 1952.  642  children 

received  reinforcing  injections. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  was  5,218  representing  approximately 
70.6  per  cent,  of  the  child  population.  Of  these,  1 ,063  were  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  a percentage  of  40.9  and  4,155  were  between 
five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  86.8  of  this  age  group. 

Smaij,  Pox.  No  case  was  notified. 


Vaccination  against  Smattpox.  The  danger  of  the  acci- 
dental introduction  of  Smallpox  makes  it  necessary  to  establish  a 
basic  immunity  in  the  population  by  infant  Vaccination  and  to 
encourage  the  maintenance  of  immunity  by  re-vaccination  The 
increasing  popularity  of  travel  abroad  and  the  requirements  for 
emigration  and  for  certain  occupations  at  home  have  led  to  a 
wider  appreciation  of  the  value  of  vaccination.  The  best  time  for 
infant  vaccination  is  from  three  to  six  months  of  age.  Vaccination 
is  voluntary  and  free  of  charge.  During  1953,  243  babies  under 
one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated,  62.0  per  cent,  of  the  age  groun 
which  compares  with  53.0  per  cent,  in  1952.  Vaccination  can  be 
arranged  directly  with  the  family  doctor  or  by  application  to  the 
nearest  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
The  Public  Health  Department,  Chipstead  Road  Banstead

Measles  is  a debilitating  virus  infection  which  requires  careful 
nursing  and  careful  convalescence.  Prevention  dependsonrecog- 
nition  of  the  early  symptoms  and  early  isolation.  Symptoms  are 
present  during  the  four  days  before  the  rash  appears.  Children 
who  are  out  of  sorts  and  who  have  catarrh  of  the  eyes,  nose  and 
throat  should  be  carefully  observed  and  restncted  from  contort 
with  other  children.  Health  Visitors  are  informed  of  notified  cases 
so  that  they  may  give  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 

Whooping  Cough.  186  cases  were  notified  in  1953,  compared 
with  24  cases  in  1952.  After  high  prevalence  in  March,  miction 
declined  but  persisted  until  September.  The  case  rate  was  5.47 
per  1 000  of  population  compared  with  3.58  per  1 ,000  of  population 
for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  no  death.

Whooping  Cough  Vaccination.  A scheme  for ■the immu >- 
nisation  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  ^ m operat 
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Meningococcal  Infections.  Four  cases  of  cerebro-spinal 
fever  were  notified.  Three  occurred  within  an  institution  for 
children  where  strict  hygienic  precautions  and  quarantine  of  con- 
tacts were  effective  in  limiting  infection.  The  fourth  case  was  a 
young  man  whose  infection  could  not  be  directly  related  to  the 
other  cases.  The  case  rate  was  0.12  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  0.03  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and 
Wales.  There  was  no  death. 

Poliomyelitis.  Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified 
compared  with  three  cases  in  1952.  Two  were  adults  and  three 
were  children.  Four  were  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic.  Three 
recovered  completely  and  two  have  residual  weakness  of  one  leg. 
There  was  no  death.  The  cases  were  sporadic  with  no  apparent 
interconnection.  Two  occurred  in  separate  institutions.  Four 
non-paralytic  cases  closely  simulating  Poliomyelitis  and  living  in 
close  proximity  were  defined  as  due  to  a related  virus.  The  case 
I rate  was  0.15  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  0.11  per  1 000 
: of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.  Two  cases  of  para- 
| typhoid  fever  were  notified.  One  occurred  within  an  institution 
The  other  was  outside  the  district  at  the  time  of  infection.  No 
| local  source  of  infection  was  found  in  either  case.  The  case  rate 
was  0.06  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  0.01  per  1,000  of 
population  for  England  and  Wales. 

[ Puerperal  Pyrexia.  No  case  was  notified.  The  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  require  notification  of  “ any  febrile 
condition  occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4° 
Fahrenheit  (38  Centigrade)  or  more  has  occurred  within  14  days 
after  child-birth  or  miscarriage/ ’ 

Dysentery.  Thirty-five  cases  were  notified.  Sixteen  oc- 
curred in  institutions.  Nine  were  of  the  Flexner  type  and  twenty - 
isix  of  the  Sonne  type.  Of  the  nineteen  district  cases  sixteen  were 
related  to  an  outbreak  in  a school.  Three  cases  occurred  in  two 
| households  and  two  cases  in  three  households.  Sonne  dysentery 
is  spread  by  faecal  contamination  of  hands  and  infection  of  food. 
|The  simple  routine  of  washing  hands  after  the  use  of  the  W.C. 
before  preparing  food  and  before  eating  meals  at  table  would 
greatly  reduce  the  spread  of  infection. 

Food  Poisoning.  Seven  cases  were  notified.  Five  were  single 
£ases.  Two  occurred  in  one  family.  Four  were  due  to  Staphy- 
lococcus and  three  to  Salmonella  Typhi  Murium.  Forty-nine  cases 
were  ascertained  in  an  outbreak  due  to  Staphylococcus  at  Merland 
Rise  School.

Staphylococcus  is  commonly  found  on  the  skin  of  the  hands 
and  in  the  nostrils.  It  is  implanted  on  food  by  handling  or  by 
sneezing.  Given  suitable  conditions  of  warmth  and  a suitable 
medium  for  growth  Staphylococcus  multiplies  rapidly  an^T  ^ 
produce  a powerful  toxin  which  is  not  destroyed  by  heat.  Newly 
cooked  food  which  is  to  be  eaten  cold  or  re-heated  later,  must  be 
cooled  quickly  so  as  to  prevent  bacterial  growth  during  cooling 
and  the  food  must  be  kept  in  a cool  place  to  inhibit  subsequent 
growth.  When  food  which  has  been  contaminated  with  Staphy- 
lococcus is  eaten,  the  symptoms  which  are  due  to  the  irritant  effect 
of  the  toxin,  nausea,  sickness  and  diarrhoea,  usually  follow  in  tour 
to  eight  hours  from  the  time  of  ingestion.  The  illness  is  severe 
for  24  to  48  hours  and  recovery  may  be  rapid  or  delayed  for  a week. 
The  outbreak  of  49  cases  which  occurred  in  a school  was  due  to 
synthetic  cream  made  from  dried  milk  which  had  been  infected 
before  delivery  to  the  school. 


Salmonella  Typhi  Murium  is  an  intestinal  infection  and  is  of 
more  serious  import  in  that  it  can  be  spread  by  human  farriers. 
It  originates  as  an  infection  of  mice  and  food  can  be  infected  !| 
directly  by  the  dirts  of  mice.  The  layerings  of  ducks  can  be  fouled 
by  mice  and  infection  transmitted  to  duck  s eggs  either  directly 
through  the  shell  or  by  infection  of  the  duck  through  the  oviduct 
When  infected  food  is  eaten,  bacterial  multiplication! ^splac. 
in  the  bowel.  Symptoms  of  diarrhoea  sometimes  with  blood  am 
mucus  and  resembling  dysentery  develop  in  from  8 .60  hou  .

relief  of  symptoms  the  organism  tends  to  persist  m the  bowel 
several  weeks.  The  illness  can  be  mild  and  apparently  transien 
and  the  possible  persistence  of  a carrier  state  makes  it  necessar; 
that  all  food  handlers  who  suffer  from  transient  diarrhoea  shout, 
seek  medical  advice  and  ensure  freedom  f rommfectionbybacteric 
logical  examinations.

TUBERCULOSIS 

On  31st  December,  1953,  there  were  on  the  register  276  cases 
of  Tuberculosis,  of  which  239  were  pulmonary  and  37  non-pulmonaryi 

Seventeen  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
in  1953,  compared  with  thirty-eight  cases  notified  in  1952.  Noti- 
fications in  1953  included  five  from  institutions  which  were  formerly 
transferable  to  the  districts  of  origin  of  the  patients.

There  were  nine  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Eight  were  from 
ulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  all  were  of  patients  resident  in 
Banstead  Hospital  which  has  wards  for  Tuberculous  mental  cases 
Under  a new  requirement,  all  these  deaths  are  allocated  to  the 
Urban  District  instead  of  as  formerly  to  the  district  of  origin 
there  was  only  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  Urban  District 
outside  institutions,  that  of  a man  aged  75  who  died  from  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  total  death  rate  in  1953  was  0.26 
per  1,U9U  or  population,  which  is  composed  as  follows  :

No  case  of  active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  found  in  this 
sample  of  the  population.  This  is  satisfactory  and  may  be  an 
indication  that  the  amount  of  undetected  active  Tuberculosis  m 
the  Urban  District  is  low.  The  number  of  cases  of  inactive 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  indicative  of  infections  which  have 
healed  spontaneously,  is  proportionately  low.  The  findings  of 
other  abnormalities  of  the  chest  are  average  in  number  and  are 
valuable  in  giving  an  opportunity  for  early  advice  and  treatment.
